Langley, Chairman of the Republican 
Campaign Committee 2,.>> r *>, and O'Rear 
carries the eleventh by a reduced maj- 
iorty of 13,933 votes. 

Aside from the landslide in the state 
race, it seems to have been a day of 
democratic victories. In Lexington the 
entire city and county ticket, with 
three exceptions, was elected by maj- 
orities ranging from 15 539, J. Hogan 
Yancey, and old Garrard county boy 
receiving the last named majority and 
leading the entire ticket. 

In Cincinnati Henry T. Hunt demo- 
crat defeated Dr. Louis Schwab repub- 
lican, for mayor by an overwhelming 
majority. This means the downfall of 
the great republican machine which 
nearly controlled Ohio, and which was 
headed by George B. Cox, whose retire 
ment from the political arena id now 
assured.

In 
New York the republicans secured con- 
trol of the lower house. Cleveland and 
Columbus O, as well as Cincinnati elect 
ed democratic mayors.

Good Bread Recipes. 

Prof. M. A. Scovell, Director of the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experimental 
Station at Lexington, offers the fol- 
lowing recipes for bread making. The 
recipes are the product of Miss Aubyn 
Chinn of the Dep't of Household Science 
and will doubtless prove of great value 
to the housewife. 

There is an idea among housewives 
that yeast bread is very difficult to 
make and that it is about as cheap to 
buy the baker's product. 

This idea is entirely erroneous. Twice 
as many loaves of bread may by made 
at home for the same money that you 
pay for the baker's bread and there is 
no difficulty about the baking if a few 
simple rules are followed. 

First of all the yeast must be fresh. 
In most cases failures are due to care- 
lessness in regulating the temperature 
of the bread during the rising period. 

If the liquid used in the bread is 
warmed up to 90 degrees Fahrenheit 
before mixing a great deal of time 
will be saved. Another very important 
point in bread making is to have the 
sponge soft. It matters not what kind 
of bread is being made if yeast is used 
the dough should not be stiff for the 
first rising. When the bread is mixed 
it should be thoroughly beaten. Oxy- 
gen is necessary for the growth of the 
yeast plant and therefore should be in- 
troduced by vigorous beating. 

The bread should be set to rise in a 
tomperature of from 70 degrees to 90 
degrees Fahrenheit, That is the usual 
temperature at the side of the coal 
range. If the place it is put to rise is 
too hot the yeast plant will be killed. 
If it is not an even temperature, the 
bread is likely to rise high, fall and 
sour in consequence. It should not be" 
in a draught. 

After the mass has doubled its bulk, 
which takes from 2£ to 3 hours where 
a yeast cake is used to 1 qt. of flour; 
the bread is ready to be worked over 
and made up into loaves and set to rise 
for the second time. The second ris- 
ing takes sometimes an hour, usually 
less. This time, too, the mass should 
double its bulk. The oven should be 
moderately hot for rolls and rather a 
slow oven for bread. 

TWO GOOD RECIPES EOR YEAST BREAD. 

Plain Light Bread. 
2 cups milk (scalded) , 2 tablespoons lard 
2 cups water, 2 tablespoons (level) butter 

1 cake yeast, 1 teaspoon salt, 6 to 8 
cups flour, 2 tablespoons sugar. Made 
up according to the proceeding rules. 

German Coffee Bread 

2 cups milk (scalded), 2 tablespoons but- 
ter and lard, 3 tablespoons sugar, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 1 cake yeast dissolved in i 
cup lukewarm water, 3 cups flour. 

Let it rise two or three hours. Af- 



ter rising beat in three eggs, two cups 
raisins and flour enough to make stiff 
dough. Do not knead but roll out and 
put J inch layers in shallow pans. 

Let it rise a second time. When it 
is readv to be baked brush with white 
Of egg and cinnamon.
